The political leader's wife and two 
daughters were at the bedside when 
he died, The 54-year-old statesman 
had been in @ coma for hours and 
earlier in the evening his physicians 
had given up hope of recovery, 

Herr Mueller, who headed the sixth 
and nineteenth post-revolution Ger- 
man cabineis, underwent an opera- 
tion on Saturday for removal of a4 
bladder abscess and gallstones after 
several days of acute illness, His con- 
dit‘on improved somewhat, reviving 
hopes that he might recover, but he 
suffered a relapse Monday night and 
steadily became worse, 

For years he was an outstanding 
figure in German political life and 
was a friend and supporter of Dr. 
Heinrich Bruening, who succeeded 
him as chancellor. 

Herr Mueller was one of the Ger- 
man plenipotentiaries at the Versailles 
peace conference and signed the treaty 
there in behalf of Germany,

LEFT T0 SEMINARY 


Practically Entire Sum of 
$157,557 Bequeathed St. 


Peter’s Seminary

LONDON, Ont, March 21.—8t 
Peter's Seminary, # dream which Rt 
Rev. Michael Fallon, fifth Bishop o! 
London, saw come true, is nobly en- 
dowed in the last will and testament 
of the prelate, Practically the entire 
estate of $157,557 is bequeathed to 
the beloved seminary, within the cha- 
pel of which the mortal remains of 
Bishop Fallon rest. 

Penned by his won hand, the wil! 
of Bishop Fallon was Friday filed for 
probate in Middlesex Surrogate court. 

After disposing of his personal be- 
longings, the late Bishop directed that 
$65,000 be used to endow five chairs 
at St, Peter's Seminary, to be known 
as the “Fallon chairs”. 

The major portion of the residuc 
according to the terms of the will, 1s 
to be used for establishment of as 
many burses, each of $5,000, as the 
amount will permit. 

One of the most interesting  be- 
quests included in the provisions for 
the endowment of certain chairs at 
the seminary is that of $10,000 for the 
establishment of the “Fallon chair of 
French language and literature.” This 
item is of special significance as dur- 
ing his lifetime Bishop Fallon had 
been accused of being opposed to the 
teaching of French in Ontario schools. 

The dispute, tt may be remembered, 
arose when the late Bishop insisted

POLICE DID GooD WORK 


The Provincial I rolic e did very efficient 
work in tracking down the men who killed 
Midwinter, the Calgary taxi-cab driver, 
last summer. The court has decided that 
the men upon whom they placed the blame 
were the parties responsible, and has 
meted out punishment to the three who 
were brought to trial. 


Though the fourth member of the 
quartet has not yet been found, nothing 
has been brought out to show that he 


took any active part in the killing. Thus 
the ends of justice have apparently been 
served; and the missing party may yet be 
located and made to account for whateyer 
part he had in the affair. 

In starting the investigation the police 
had little to indicate who had done the 
murder, or where the murderers might be 
found. The criminals had good reason to 
suppose that they would not be identified 
and convicted. Yet at the end of seven 
months two of them are under sentence 
of death and a third is in prison for life, 
The police deserve recognition for thus 
solving a baffling problem. Human life 
will be safer in Alberta because that has 
been done. 


WELL DONE, AND GooD LUCK 
The victory of the Superiors at Trail, 
B. C., gives this Edmonton team a place 
among the contenders who will meet at 
Winnipeg to play off the western Canada 
finals in the struggle for possession of the 


Allan cup, the trophy which signifies the © 


championship of the Dominion in amateur 
hockey. 

It is many years since an Edmonton 
team got that far on the road to ihe na- 
tional honors. But “hope deferred” has 
by no means killed the interest of Edmon- 
ton people in the premier winter game, 
nor destroyed their confidence that this 
city can produce a team worthy to meet 
the best in Canada. It may be that public 
interest in the games of this week was 
more vocal in Trail than it was in Hdmon- 
ton; it was certainly no more keen or more 
general. 

The Superiors will not want for con- 
gratulations on the splendid achievement 
that already stands to their credit. Nor, if 
the enthusiastic support of their towns- 
folk stands for anything, will they fail to 
best their opponents in the two remaining 
contests and bring home the coveted 
trophy. 

EDMONTON “BONDS IN DEMAND 

Edmonton's finances are in good or- 
der, its credit sound, and its ability to pay 
unquestioned, That is the gratifying po- 
sition shown by the excellent bids that 
have been made for an issue of city de- 
bentures amounting to more than a mil- 
lion dollars. The highest of these tenders 
offers a price that would make the inter- 
est rate on the money received 4.93 per 
cent, the lowest rate obtainable for three 
years. 

Edmonton taxpayers made no mistake 
when they last fall approved the necessary 
money bylaws to carry out a further in- 
stalment of the general civic improvement 
policy during the present year. The fa- 
vorable prices now offering for the city’s 
securities will enable this work to be car- 
ried on at a lower cost than would be pos- 
sible in times when industrial and commer- 
cial expansion is going on apace and when 
the demand for money is keen, 

The tenders, both in the prices offered 
and in the number received, afford further 
confirmation that the time to proceed ac- 
tively with civic undertakings is when 
general conditions are quiet and investors 
are looking for opportunities to lend 
money. That fact should be kept in mind 
when the bylaws for next year’s capital 
outlays are submitted to the burgesses 
next November.

CHEW YOUR STARCHES WELL 

One of the common dieteti® evils is eating too 
hastily. Among doctors this is called techyphagia or 
hasty eating. One swallowing food too quickly can- 
not thoroughly chew it, and carbohydrate foods es- 
pecially will enter the stomach with only a slight al- 
teration, 60 that fermentation and autointixocation 
may result, 

Everyone should know that one of 
digestive flulds for starch is ptyalin, 
salivary glands. ‘This secretion has the power of 
changing starch info a form of sugar. Only about 
5% of the entire starch digestion takes place in the 
mouth, but this is the most important part of the 
digestion, which js equal in some ways to the other 
95° which takes place in the small intestines. If 
the starch is properly mixed with the saliva it is 
changed just cnough so that when the starch passes 
through the stomach it is not harmed by the acid 
gastric juice. 

A few years ago health teachers from all over the 
world started teaching people to masticate food 
more thoroughly, Horace Fletcher taught the necess- 
ity for masticating food well and his name has gone 
down in history as the foremost exponent of the art 
of chewing. The word “Pletcherize” is now found

in all standard dictionaries. There is no doubt that 
some people carry this food mastication to extremes 
as much as chewing everything for thirty or more 
times before swallowing it. Doctors call this slow 
eating bradyphag.a. Prolonged mastication may be 
overcome and create in a person's mind the fear 
that something dreadtul will happen unless the food 
is masticated very thoroughly. Once the enchant- 
ment and pleasure of eating has been lost, as some- 
times happens in these cases, the whole digestion is 


interfered with 
Experiments have proven that it is hot necessary 


to chew meats and protein foods as thoroughly as is 


required for the starches, In fact, it seems beneficial 
for some people to swallow meat in very large parti- 
cles This is especially true in those who tend to 


be hypochondrias as they tend to watch their eat- 
ing and symptoms too closely. There is not much 
danger of chewing raw foods or meats too little as 
one cannot swallow them if the particles are too large. 


However, there is a danger of not chewing the cooked 
starches enough, They are soft and readily swale 
lowed. You will note that when you chew a piece of 


bread or potato for a long time it develops a finer 
flavor due to changing the starch into a form of 
sugar

juice of the stomach can

One should not try to hurry through a meal in 
five minutes and then spend hours complaining 
about the indigestion thus produced, On the other 
hand, there is no necessity of carrying “Fletcheriz- 
ing” to the extreme of taking an hour or more at a 
meal, If you make it a point to chew the starches 
well and ayoid the starchy gruels and soups, which 
a o readily swallowed without chewing, your in- 
stinct will then be a safe guide 

One should always make it a practice of using 
some foods which give the teeth exercise at cach 
meal, such as Melba toast at breakfast and the raw 
green vegetables at other meals

Answer: It is sometimes necessary to mechanically 
adjust the body by the use of the hands, Spinal 
treatments given in connection with special exer~- 
clses for the spine are often essential in correcting a 
faulty shaped spine where the vertebrae are out of 
proper alignment.

Question; B, M, asks: “What makes fingers fee} 
numb or in other words, ‘go to sleep'?” 

Answer: Uf the fingers of both hands become 
numb frequently it is due to faulty circulation which 
is often the result of some heart derangement. If 
only the fingers of one hand are affected it may be 
due to an interference with the nerve supply going 
to that arm. This could be caused by a pinching of 
the nerves issuing from certain upper spinal vertebrae.

Potato plantings in Canada in 1930 according to 
the January report of the Department of Agriculture 
were 574,500 acres, as compared with 543,727 acres in 
1929, indicating an increase in acreage of 30,773 of 
approximately 5.3 per cent. All provinces report an 
increased acreage. The average yield per acre for 
Canada is cstimated at 85.6 hundredweight, as com- 
pared with 73.4 in 1920. The total crop, estimated at 
49,160,000 hundredweight, is 19.6 per cent. tncrease 
over the 1929 production of 39,930,000 hundredweight 
The 1930 price of potatoes averages only 79 cents per 
hundredweight compared with the average of $1.59

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rHE NATURE OF INTELLIGENCE 

Many books have been written on 
this subject, and they discuss quite 
different problems. Learned opinions 
differ as much as those of laymen 
Intelligence is of many kinds, With- 
in each kind of intelligence there 
are large differences of degrees; for 
we all have some capacity in each 
variety 

Most widely distributed is facility 
in handling things and processes. 
One variety of intelligence goes into 
handling things; it is being intelli- 
gent with your hands, 

Since so many needs can be satis- 
fied by making things, you may look 
vpon mantifacture (literally, “made- 
by-hand,” until the machine took 
over much of it) as the result of the 
human gift of manipulation; or you 
may regard it as fortunate that the 
widest distribution of intelligence is 
of the order in which the largest 
number of persons must find em- 
ployment, 

Next is handling ideas and rela- 
tions which may be more or less ab- 
stract, Thet includes intelligence in 
use of words and numbers and logi- 
ea) relations, Then there is social 
intelligence in handling men and 
human relations, which is quite dis- 
tinctive. Handling ideas well 1s less 
common than handling things well. 
But ideas enter into processes and 
in‘o whatever we do intelligently,

including social intelligence 

Another aspect of intelligence is 
that it consists, first in taking things 
or structures apart, which is analy- 
sis, and next in putting them to- 
gether, which is combination, con- 
struction and synthesis, Among the 
analytical powers to which we may 
give a very high rating is critical 
ability, to tell when things are wrong 
and how to improve them. Intelli- 
gence ls analytical (also critical) and 
constructive ability; and it may be 
applied to all varieties of problems. 
No one is equally intelligent in all 
the varieties, but the intelligent per- 
son takes a high place in analysis 
or construction in some of them. 
Creative or original ability is a 
epecial variety of constructive in- 
telligence. 

Still another approach is this: 
that intelligence consists in con- 
trolling impulses a8 well as solving 
problems. With so inany factors en- 
terirg into intelligence, we must re- 
gard the intelligence tests that are 
used to grade intelligence as a con- 
venient measure, applicable to chil- 
dren particularly, to determine 
roughly one’s place in a scale of 
performance in handling ideas, They 
do not test ai) kinds of intelligence 
nor detect special abilities, As 
rough approximations, they serve 
their purpose, They are fair to most 
but not to all.

ASTRINGENT PACK FOR NECK 

For a neck which is too fleshy as 
well as for one which ts becoming 
flabby, there is no local treatment 
better than an astringent pack, It 
may be used two or three times a 
week and will do much toward keep- 
ing*necklines firm and youthful in 
contour, 

In preparing for the treatment, first 
cleanse the neck well with cleansing 
cream, Then wring a towel out in 
hot water and apply to the neck as 
hot as can be borne. Before it has 
cooled, replace with another hot towel 
until three or four have been used, 
Next comes the massage with tissue 
cream and the kind of cream used 
depends upon whether the neck is of 
the fleshy or thin type. If the neck 
is thin and wrinkled, choose an oily 
cream warm almond oll or any sim- 
ilar food cream may be used. For 
the fleshy neck, choose a nongreasy 
cream or an astrigent cream to 
lubricate the massage, 

After these preliminary steps, first, 
cleansing, then steaming with hot 
towels and massaging with cream, 
milady is ready for the astringent 
pack. Make a bafidage of several 
layers of clean gauze or muslin and 
dampen this wei! with an astringent 
lotion and then bind firmly over the 
throat, Sit the ends of the bandage 
so that it may be tied at the back 
of the neck as well as at the crown of 
the head.

Starts Campaign 
For Disarmament 


A great disarmament campaign was 
inaugurated on February 9 in Queen's 
Yall, London, by the foreign minister, 
Mr, Henderson. He spoke of the 
forthcoming conference on disarma~- 
ment; “The vital question for every 
friend of peace is, therefore, this: 
What will these figures be? What 
levels of armaments will they actually 
accept? Will their figures mean an 
increase in the armaments which they 
now maintain? Will they mean a 
mere limitation at the now existing 
evel, or will they mean a real reduc- | 
tion, a real diminuation in the une 
productive military burdens which the 
people's bear? Are we ready to drift 
on,” asked Mr, Henderson, “untii we 
have another holocaust like the last? 
Apd I would say this to those doubt- 
ers—if such there be--the next war 
will not be like the Iast. It will be 
uncomparably worse, A great military 
expert has said that in the last wer 
we were killing by retall, but thenext 
time we shall do it wholesale. 

“The next war, if it should ever 
come, will be fought by aircraft, and 
by aircraft using poison gas. Every 
year our air force carries out manoeu- 
vres over London. Have you ever 
thought what these manoeuvres mean? 
They mean that our staff, like every 
other staff, is now expecting that the 
decisive operations of the next war 
will be the air attacks against the 
great centres of industry and of civil- 
jan populations.”

A Brewer? 


The Romance of Your Name 
By RUBY HASKINS ELLIS 


T IS not hard to determine the 

origin of this name, However, a 
brewer in the remote period when 
this appellation sprang into existence 
was an individual of great importance, 
So he is today, but he doesn't boast 
of the fact, 

This has very little to do with the 
wonderful family of Brewer whose 
far-distant ancestor chanced to be 
the owner or the maker of malt 
liquor. The most ancient records show 
the Brewers to be in Wales, the 
first-mentioned member of the family 
being Sir William Bruerton 

There were also Brewers in Som- 
ersetshire, in England, at a very early 
period and, oddly enough, the first 
mentioned of this branch was Wil- 
liam, who was quite a personage dur- 
ing the reigns of Henry I, Richard 
I and John. William Brewer was in 
such high favor with Richard, the 
Crusader King, that he was one of 
the three men entrusted with the gov- 
ernment of the kingdom during the 
absence of His Majesty on his pil- 
grimage to the Holy Land. 

John Brewer was the first immi- 
grant to settle in Virginia. He was 
a man of influence and financial im- 
portance, owning the estate of “Stan- 
ley Hundred” in Warwick County. He 
was a member of the House of Bur- 
gesses from Warwick River, 1629-30 

The Brewer family in New England 
was represented by Christopher, who 
was a freeman at Lynn, Mass., in 
1684. Daniel, who was born in Eng- 
land about 1600, settled in Roxbury, 
Mass., in 1634. Reverend Daniel was 
ordained a minister at Springfield in 
1694. Thomas Brewer was a citizen 
of Lynn in 1682, All of them were 
sturdy pioneers and loyal to those 
high ideals which brought them 
across a raging sea into an unknown 
land, They did their part in con- 
structing a firm foundation for a new 
nation,

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Bank Loans Saved Agriculture Says Premier 
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Alberta Pool in 
Best Position of 
All He Declares 


Liability is $5,550,000 With Assets of $9,404,- 


000—Voluntary 


Pool System is 


Stoutly Defended 


By guaranteeing loans to the 
Wheat Pool the legislature had 
“averted an abrupt and calamitous 
crash” which would have left the 
province in a much worse position 
than it is now in; had aided in 
stabilzing prices and c..using a more 
orderly decline thereof and had sal- 
vaged partial investm. ‘ of 40,000 
Alberta farmers and an investment 
of $8,000,000 in an elevator system, 
according to a declaration made by 
Fremier J, E, Brownlee in the legis- 
lature on Friday in moving second 
reading of the Act to validate agree- 
ments made in respect to guarantee- 
ing the loans, 


In a stirring hour and a half vin- 
dication of governmental and legisla- 
tive action in guaranteeing loans, the 
Premier reviewed the entire wheat pool 
situation from the inception of the 
pool in 1923, until the present time, 
DEFENDED WEST 

In passing the Act unanimously last 
session, he declared, the legislature 
had struck a resounding blow on be- 
half of western agricu.ture, 

The Premier was the only speaker 
to the motion on Friday, The debate 
was adjourned by George H. Webster, 
Liberal house leader, who will deliver 
his address at 3 p.m. on Monday, 

“The Alberta pool is unquestionably 
in the best position of th: three prov- 
incia| pools,” said the Premier. “1 
say this for two reasons, the first being 
that it enjoys a more tavorable liquid 
position and the other is that because 
of the growing importance of the west- 
ern grain route.” 

As at March 6 last, he pointed out, 
there were still unsold 14,000,000 
bushels of the 1929 crop, while the 
entire 1928 crop had been marketed. 

The total net liab.lity of the Alberta 
pool is $5,550,000. The Manitoba 
liability is $3,491,000 and Saskatche- 
wan $13,400,000, 

Total assets of the Alberta Pool are 
$9,404,000, so even allowing for a most 
conservative estimate of properties, 
there was ample security for the liabil- 
ity incurred in respect thereof, 

By these figures it would be shown 
that losses of the Alberta Pool to- 
talled 60 per cent of its assets. 

A complete and unequivocal denial 
was given by the Prem! : '» regard to 
allegations of “gambling” on the grain 
exchange, 

“No tutures have been bought by the 
pool since the original guarantee was 
given,” he declared. “Regarding trad- 
ing activities, the poo] did pursue a 
principle practiced by all companies 
in that on occasions of sale of wheat 
to millers, options were take. ck,” 
DEFENDS PACT 

He entered into a sturdy defence of 
the agreement entered into with the 
banks, 

“tiowever critical one may be ol 
the pools, let it be remembered thai 
on August 12, 1930, with all the in- 
formation before Canadian banks, 
Dominion government and pools, the 
banks considered an initial payment ot 
60 cents sufiiciently safe to unuerlake 
to finance the crop handling with no 
guarantee, but only on the basis ot 
equal division of sales on the oid and 
new crop, but with a margin requirea 
by the pools increased to 20 per cent,’ 

Losses would be met promptly, he 
said. In this action, there were two 
poss.ble methods. 

One was (by issuing provincial bonds 
and the other was by guaranteeing 
the bonds of the pool. 

Irrespective of the method adopted 
there would be given a period of time 
to repay without putting undue burden 
on any year to drive away members 
With normal price conditions this 
would be repaid with one per cent de- 
duction for commercial reserve. 
GRAIN TRADE HIT 

He could not but feel that if suf- 
ficient inquiry were made that the 
grain trade would have been found as 
big a sufferer as the pool, 

Furthermore, he counselled the 
house to bear in mind the fear of a 
100 per cent pool; the fact that farm- 
ers would never return t© the old 
system; the revised attitude of grain 
companies toward the pool, as exem- 
plified by the actions of H. G. L. 
Strange and other leading grain trade 
men and the fact that today Canada 
was facing the issue of nationalization 
of grain marketing, He thought the 
answer to al] these problems might 
well be found in the voluntary pool, 

The Premier pointed out that the 
Alberta Pool was organized in 1923 
amd in the following years the Man- 
itoba and Saskatchewan Pools were 
brought into being, in which year also 
the Central Selling Agency was form- 
ed 

in outlining the method of handling 
the grain, he stated that the three 
provincia] pools gathered the wheat at 
country elevators and financed the in- 
itlal payment on all wheat but thay 
known as specia] bin and then collect- 
ed the amount so paid out from the 
Central Selling Agency. 

This Agency then received grain 
from the pools and took the respon- 
sibility of making the initial payment, 
All sales were carried out as regularly 
as possible, spread out at intervals 
during the year and from time to time 
proceeds were remitied to the prov- 
incial pools so that they cou'd make 
intermediate, or final payments, 

In explaining the method of finance, 
the Premier pointed out that the Cen- 
tral Selling Agency bore the burden ot 
this phase of activity and each year 
completed an arrangement with Cana- 
dian banks for a line of credit run- 
ning into many millions of dollars, for 
the purpose of financing ali deliveries! 
from the three pools j 

Officials representing the banks 
concerned held regular consultations 
with the pools 
OVERHLAD CARRIED 

These conferences determined the 


oh 


financial programs to be followed 

The financing of the three provincial 
pools was limited to such amounts as 
would enable them to carry the over- 
head and pay the initial amount to 
the grower until this amount was re- 
paid by the Centra! Selling Agency. 

It would, therefore, be seen at once 
that this became an essential factor 
of finance.

This is more 
apparent when the basis of financing 
is kept in mind, that is, that the banks 
do not depend on physical assets 80 
much as the margin behind the initia) 
payment and the daily market value 
of grain on hand.”

NEW CONTRACT 
FOR OUTSIDERS 


Provides Municipalities 
Must Pay 75 Cents for 
Indigents 


Feeling that {t was unfair for in- 
digent country patients to be able to 
receive treatment at the Royal Alex- 
andra hospital at the same rate as 
city patients without the municipal- 
ities in which they resided being re- 
sponsible for the paynrent of capital 
charges, thé hospital board accepted a 
contract drawn up by Supt, Dr, A. F 
Anderson for use between the muni- 
cipalities and the Royal Alexandra 
hospital, at a meeting in the Royal 
Alexandra Friday evening, with V. A 
Porter in the chair, 

75 CENTS PER DAY 

The new contract provides for the 
payment of 75 cents per day by the 
munic'pality for each indigent patient 
receiving treatment at the Royal 
Alexandra hospital, This charge, of 
course, is in addition to the charge 
for treatment 

It was explained to the board mem- 
bers that the present contract with 
the municipalities made no provision 
for the payment of capital charges 
and as each Edmonton tax-payer pays 
for the upkeep of the hospital, !t was 
felt that the municipalities should 
also meet this cost in proportion to 
the number of patients resident in 
these districts who were receiving 
treatment at the hospital. 

The new contract also provides tha: 
if a municipality is willing to make 
itself responsible for the payment of 
this daily charge, that the Royal 
Alexandra hospital will undertake to 
collect the bill for treatment from 
each ind gent patient who comes from 
said municipality,

BEER PETITION 
LIKELY TO BE 
OFF FOR YEAR’ 


Plebiscite Now Would Cost 
Small Fortune Oppon- 
ents Point Out 


Decision on the fate of the anti-beer 
hall petition presented by the Alberta 
Prohibition Association is likely to be 
deferred for a year, according to well 
founded rumors current among mem- 
bers of the legislature. Decision as to 
the action to be taken in the matter 
will be reached if the question is re- 
ferred back to the house by the legis- 
lative committee on private bills and 
standing orders after its third meeting 
on Monday, 

ODD POSITION 

The petition as it stands at present 
is in a peculiar position, Counsel for 
the Alberta Hotel Association and the 
Alberta Moderation League have chal- 
lenged sufficient names to invalidate 
the whole petition in point of require- 
ments of the Direct Legislation Act. 
Five constituencies showed fewer sig- 
natures than eight per cent of the 
voters at last election and “wet” coun- 
sel have shown that an additional five 
ridings, or more than sufficient to 
disqualify the whole list, are short of 
qualified signers, 

To take a@ plebiscite at the present 
time would cost upwards of $150,000, 
and the abolition of the beer parlors 
would mean in addition a big drop in 
provincial revenues and an increase in 
unemployment throughout the prov- 
ince. Commercial men also declare it 
will mean a great decline in the qual- 
ity and sepvice of Alberta hotels 

Three courses are open to tie legis- 
lators: to throw out the petition if it 
is found not to comply with require- 
ments of the Act, to avoid the respon- 
sibility of taking a definite stand by 
allowing a plebiscite during the com- 
ing summer or to postpone action by 
deferring the vote for a year. Opinion 
is divided among members of the 
committee, and its action on Monday 
and subsequent discussion of the peti- 
tion in the house, will determine the 
course to be followed.

A further sum of $100,000 is car- 
marked for the maintenance of the 
royal residences; $69,000 ls put aside 
for “royal bounty mothers of trip-

paid into King George's privy purse 
and the monarch must make heavy

PACED HEAVY DEFICIT 
Up to and during the war the 


amounts of these appropriations were 
practically sufficient for their pur 
pose But since then they have not 


been nearly ulficent, and the king 
has been faced with very heavy defi-

him as hard, relatively speaking, as it 
has the humblest of his subjects 
Every employe oi his, trom the high- 
est offictal down to the lowllest dish- 
washer, has had to have extra, and 
in some cases double pay, All kinds 
of extra costs have been necessary 
aud from 1919 to (21 particulariy 
| the increase in the cost of the royal 
household was terrific 

In spite of culling Gown costs 
wherever possibic the accoulta 
howed @ deficit in 1919 of $120,000, 
lin 1920 of $225,000, and in 1921 of 
| seetcee Until the middle of 1921, 
the king was able to meet these def- 
jielts out of @ fund that he had 
created for such emergencies After 
that his only recourse was to draw ou 
his capital, tor he did not feel that 
he could ask the hard-hid British 
taxpayers for 4 increase in the civli 
list 


fIDED OVER PERIOD 


In August, 1921, the Duchy of Lan- 
caster bill was brought before par- 
lament to enable the duchy, in other 
| words the king, to realize capital to 
the extent of one-half million dollara 
and to use the proceeds as revenue 
This meant reducing the kKlug’s per- 
sonal income from the duchy by at 
| least $25,000 year, but he and his 
advisers could see no other way out, 
Parliament promptly gave its ase 
sent to the bill, and thus King Ge orge 
tided over the worst postwar period 
of high prices, Since then he and the 
| queen have "made ends meet” by 
arastic personal economies and by 
| Punning the royal palaces and .esie 
dences as inexpensively as possible, 
in recent years only such regal fune« 
| tions and luxurious displays as usage 
makes compulsory have been con- 
tinued at Buckingham palace and 
Windsor castle 

Of late the king and queen have 
found it harder than ever to “man- 
| age the king's recent illness alone 
costing many thousand pounds, and 
} not long ago the queen decided that 
further domestic economics were im- 
perative, She was able so to reor- 
ganize affairs that the internal costs 
| of Buckingham palace were reduced 
by about $200 a week @ saving olf 
$10,000 a year
